The Divine Promise 

Abram was then called out and 
conthigent upon his faithfulness and 
obedience received the Divine pro- 
mise. . . 
afterwards the people repudiated a 
dispensation of promise and at Sinai 
clamored for law. The history of the 
next fifteen centuries fhrciigh the pe- 
riods of the Judges, united and divid- 
ed kingdoms, prophets, captivities 
and restored commonwealth, is a 
long catalogue of human depravity 
and failure 

But God's great gift of His only 
begotten Son made ''grace to abound." 
^^'ith His own body He bridged the 
impassable gulf. He became our 
Pontiff. 

Yet the great Divine quest for a 
separate and peculiar people had not 
been satisfied. For four thousand 
years the weakness of inmian nature 
had flagrantly manifested itselt. 
The impartation of the Divine na- 
ture was essential as the prere'iuisite 
to satisfying the Divine purpose in 
the human race. 

Pvoviiiion had been made for re- 
demption from sin. A pattern had 
been given, Christ hiving ''tabern- 
acled among men," but (he great dy- 
namic which was neci'Fsary to spirit- 
ual victory i]i the luiman life had 
yet to be bestowed. 

Christ's Final Command 

Until that enduemcnt God's plan 
for a separate people couid not be 
substantially gratified. .As Christ was 
about to take leave of the disciples On 
Mount Olivet, His final command 
was: "Tarry 3'e in the city of Jeru- 
salem, until ye be endued with power 
from on high." "Ye shall receive 
power after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you." 

Fifty days after the second day of 
the Passover, was celebrated the Feast 
of Weeks. The Greek renderijig is 
better known to us iti the w'ord "Pen- 
tecost.'' On this occasion while the 
disciples were assembled, the Holy 
Ghost came upon them in power. 
Thus was born the Church, of which 
we are a pari. 

The word "Church" which so fre- 
quently appears in the New Testa- 
ment is tr.-.nslatcd from the Greek 
word "ekl-.ksia," which literallj- means 
"the called-out ones." I-fcnce the 
great and divine purpose of a "sep- 
arate people" is being fulfitled in the 
great bodv of the Church of the living 
God. 

It will be noted by the above verse, 
which is quoted from the Acts of the 
Apostles (which book should re"i!y be 
named the "Acts of the Holy Ghost") 
that "power" would come, after the 
Holy Gliuit h?.d come, logically im- 



On the occasion of the Feast of 
Pentecost were gathered to Jerusalem 
hundreds of thousands of visitors 
from all parts of the civilized world — 
from "every nation under Heaven." 
What a gracious and e.'ctremely prac- 
tical service then did the Holy Spirit 
render through the disciples in enab- 
ling them to proclaim the truths of 
calvation through Jesus Christ to these 
foreigners, in their own respective

No Unknown Tongue 

There was no "unknown tongue" 
there, for these foreigners were aston- 
ished to "hear them (the 'disciples) 
speak in our own tongues the ivonder- 
ful works of God." 

Wherever the word "tongue" is 
nird in the Scriptures by it is meant 
a "language" — not a babel of incon- 
rruous, meaningless, purposeless va- 
poring, but a language which was in 
t'.ss between the parties engaged in 
conversation. 

We rejoice in a practical Gospel. 
What more tangible, forceful, radical 
and purposeful figure could be applied 
to the functions of the Holy Ghost 
than "dynamite"? How is bfasts the 
hard, stony and rebellious heart ! 
How it breaks down human pride 
and devilish opposition ! How mount- 
ains of hellish creation crumble 'neath 
its vibrating detonations! 

Yes, the Master's promise that 
"dynamite" would be given to us after 
the Holy Ghost was received, has for 
nearly nineteen hundred centuries, 
demonstrated its essentiality in all 
religious life and enterprise, 

The victories of the past have been 
but a product of the Holy Ghost 
power. The failures have demon- 
strated its absence. 

Shaken Traditions 

What miracles have been wrought 
—events which have nonplussed hu- 
man intelligence and baffled ortho- 
dox philo.sophies, enactments which 
have shaken traditions and establish- 
ed precedents— all through the great 
inward possession of the power of the 
Holy Ghost!

Good Work en the Fisid 

i.\ number nf Corps followed in 
England and Scotland and in 188n 
he was transferred to Canada, Here 
he had charge of some of the small- 
est and large.^t Corps in the Dom- 
inion and also did very successful 
service as a Dislriet Ollicer. In 19(13 
he was appointed to special Prison 
and ReSief wnrk by Commander Eva 
V.onth. llien Territorial rommaiulcr 
for Canada. That work lias engaged 
ihe Brign'dier'.s undivided attention 
throughout llu- intervening years. 

ITc has sewed under Colonel 
Pugmirc. the lale Colonel Rees, Col- 
mid Jacob,^. Licut.-Colone! Har- 
gravfi. Colonel Chandler, and Col- 
onel Otway as their Chief Assistant. 

Relief Work for men has been a

ciainied the larger part of his at- 
tention, however. lie started at the 
old Central Prison under the late 
Dr. Cilmour who salu, " I used to 
view The Salvation .Army, as I view- 
ed the stars, afar off. but in coming 
in close touch with Iheni, I find they 
are the only people who are really 
capable of handling the criminal 
class." 

For many years. Brigadier and 
Mrs. Frazer spent long hours in the 
galleries of the Prison, visiting, com- 
forting and praying with the inmat- 
es. Some are yet alive and bless the 
day when they made the accjuaint- 
ai!ce ami heeded the counsel of 
Brigadier and Mrs. Frazer. From its 
beginnings ii) ibis prison, the work 
has spread to every penal Institu- 
tion in Canada, 

The next step was the Police 
Court work. The Brigadier inter- 
viewed the late Staff Inspector 
Archibald, and asked him for per- 
mission to interview pri,^oners be- 
fore they came into the dock to be 
tried. This was refused, but he was 
given permission to attend (he Po- 
lice Court, and a promise wa^ given 
that if any cases came up he thought 
he could help, ihey slioukl be turn- 
ed over to the Army's care. After 
handling several case^. ho was grant- 
ed the privilege of .going iiun the 
cells and j'iitervici\ing prisoners be- 
fore (hey came up for trial. This 
work grew so rapidly that it was 
impossible for htm to attend to the 
Prison and Police Court. From this 
our Police Court work has extend- 
ed al] over the Doniiiiion. 

Salvage Work Started 

Then came the question of sal- 
vage, Thi-; he found was necessary 
in order I bat he might have clothes 
to give the pii'-oncrs and their fam- 
ilies. This work lie commenced in 
the basement of the Toronto Tem- 
ple. It grew so rapidly that it was 
impossible for him to handle it alone. 
The Chief Secretary then (our pres- 
ent Cfimirissionor) decided that a 
store should be rented and the sal- 
vage work thus started has 
reached from one end of the 
Dominion to the other. 

When the Government appointed 
a Parole Officer, Brigadier Frazer 
w:i'; recognized as hi? assistant, and 
Iiis advice and eour.sel has been and 
15 still being sought by all Govern- 
ment Oflicers where Prison and Re- 
lief work is carried on. He has at- 
tended the Meetings of the Ontario 
Parole Board sitnce its inception 
eight years ago and is a valuable 
asset. 

Mrs. Frazer is esteemed and res- 
pected by thousands of prisoners. 
They call her "Mather" and many 
are the tokens of love and esteem 
that have reached her since she has 
'been laid aside. She has indeed been 
a worthy Chri'litm. helpmate, coun- 
sellor, and Snlviitiou Army Officer 
with (he Rri.gadicr and rnuch of liis 
success is due to her tireless and 
faithful sci-vice both in the Field 
and in Social work.

Perhaps one of the most Interest- 
ing features of radio telephony is its 
ap]iIicaLi(iii to moving conveyances. 
Communication from trains is prac- 
tical by means of inductive tele- 
phony, or "wired wireless." The fu- 
ture may see every train equipped 
wil'h broadcasting and receiving sets. 
It is possible, loo, that automobiles 
may one day carry radio. For ships 
it will prove extremely useful, both 
in case of emergency and for the 
convenience of passengers who wish 
to communirate with business 
associates or friends ashore. In this 
connection it is interesting to note 
that ships carrying no doctor can 
call up the nearest radio station, 
state the nature of the aerideiit or 
illness aboard, and receive a diagno- 
sis and inslrur'iions for treatment 
from a doctor on land. The control 
of police forces from headquarters 
is also being tried out. each mem- 
ber on patrol being cquinned with a 
onrtnldc receiving set. In the air. 
manless nlrnlnncs are being steered 
liv radio: not only sl<-ered, but 
started and stopped. Further it is 
actually possible to cnmiiiifiiicite 
with 'sulimarines tinder water by 
means of radio!

ITnited States — where, jierhans. it"; 
development has heen greatest — 
mav be ganged from the sin lenient 
that there are nrohaWv half a mill- 
ion receiving sets alreadv in use and 
that (his figure will reach five mill- 
ion before the movement attains it« 
height.

The Fallacy of a Papular Notion 

Newspaper accounts of fire invar- 
iably conclude with the statement 
"The loss is fully covered by insur- 
ance," We take it for granted that 
this means there is complete com- 
pensation for all waste and destruc- 
tion caused by the fire. There is no 
greater fallacy. The losses resulting 
from ,a fire extend in so many dir- 
cction.s that they can never be fully 
covered by insurance. 

Insurance, at the most, can be col- 
lecied only for the goods and property 
aciiinlly destroyed. "Where the fire has - 
been in a shop or industrial plant, no 
matler how fully the buildings and 
(he contents may have been insured, 
there is no adequate compensation to 
llinl firm for the lime lost from pro- 
duel ion while seeking a new location 
or robnildiug. There is no insurance 
on the nnfilicd business orders which 
may go to a riv.al eonccrn and mean 
a peniiaiient loss of trade. There is 
no isisiirancr for Ibc loss of eniploy- 
iiiciil suffered by the em])loyees, many 
of whom may be compelled, tempor- 
arily, at least, lo accept employment 
in other branches of industry at low- 
er ivagcs. There is no insurance for 
the loss of prodnclioii suffered by the 
public as a result of the plant being 
put out of operation. Anything which 
reduces protlqclinn and makes com- 
modities scnrcer necessarily influences 
higher prices. And yet these are the 
invariable results attendant, either 
directly or indirectly, on almost every 
shop and factory fire. 

And what dn statistics show in re- 
gard to these fires.? That in the vast 
majorily of cases they occur immedi- 
ately following tile (leparture of the 
employees for their homes. It means 
that in Ibc rush of quitting time there 
has been rarelc.ssne.ss. Some one for- 
got (o shut a fire-door. Some one 
failed to turn ofif some electric 
switches, someone neglected to remove 
a heap of innammable rubbish. Some 
hurrying worker ignored the rules, 
lighted his pipe or cigarette before 
he passed out of the building and care- 
lessly threw the smouldering match 
on the floor. I( is the history of al- 
most every big fire — indifference and 
carclcs.sncss. And tiic public pays the 
cost.
